Omi of English wheat continue in useful volume, although sizeable 


parcels appear to be none too easy to obtain. 


Most millers are ready buyers 


and interest for forward deliveries is more in evidence, as imported prices con- 
tinue to rise. Business in soft qualities for ready clearance occurs at firmer rates of 
23s 9d to 24s per cwt, delivered. For December deliveries merchants indicate 24s 3d 


to 24s 6d and around 25s during Jan.-Feb. 
Some millers show interest in imported 
descriptions in view of the premiums 
required for English. 

Hard wheats still make premiums of 
6d to 9d per cwt, over soft qualities, while 
feeding sorts move higher to 23s 6d to 
23s 9d. 

There is little demand for native malt- 

ng barleys, as maltsters are said to be 
weil booked up to the end of February. 
Low malting grades are slightly firmer at 
21s 4}d to 21s 105d and processing types 
range from 20s 104d to 21s 3d per cwt, 
delivered. Some compounders are pay- 
ing no more than 20s for feeding for 
ready clearance while others pay up to 
20s 6d, with a small premium for Decem- 
per delivery.

JUST A PIECE 
OF CAKE 


LICENCE to make oil, granted in 
1381 by the Abbott of Crowle, as 
Lord of the Manor of Crowle, is the 
earliest reference to oil-milling in this 
country. So we know that the industry 
whose by-products, oilcakes, play such an 
important part im stock-feeding was 
already established here 600 years ago. 
To-day about 600,000 tons of these 
cakes are produced annually by the home 
seed-crushing industry and a further 
million and a quarter tons are imported. 
Yet those heavy slabs that really 
deserved the name “cake” and which 
were once a common sight on farms have 


| virtually disappeared, 


Changed methods of extraction result- 
ing in a meal rather than a cake as the 
by-product are one reason. The other 
is that much the greater proportion of 
these cakes are compounded and only

appear on the farm as ingredients of 
various nuts and cubes. 

Estimates vary as to the proportion 
that appears on the farm as straight 
“cake” and is then used to balance home- 
grown cereals and forage. Some stil] put 
it as high as 30 per cent but most esti- 
mates are well below this. 

The amount produced at home is 
governed by the amount of oil, the prim- 
ary product, the market can absorb. 
Imports make wp the balance needed for 
feedingstuffs. The total has been fairly 


| constant over the past six or seven years 


but the proportion of the different kinds 
of oilseeds used has varied. 

Less palm kernel and groundnut are 
now used, soya bean is going up steadily, 
so is linseed. 

Estimates for the year ended Aug. 31, 
1961, give a total output of 612,000 tqns 
in the form of cake and meal. This is 
made up of 30,000 tons of coconut, 
113,000 palm kernel, 52,000 groundnut, 
112,000 cotton, 180,000 soya, 115,000 
linseed, and 10,000 others. 

And “others” include such intriguing 
names as sesame, castor, rape, niger, 
maize, kapok and poppy. 

By contrast, imports in 1960 amounted 
to 1,239,000 tons, made up of cotton 
252,000 tons, groundnut 553,000, linseed 
50,000, soya 220,000 sunflower 100,000 
and unspecified 64,000. 

The growth of compounding has tended 
to blur the knowledge of the different 
properties apart from food content—like 
ihe binding effect of cotton cake. 

But even to-day linseed cake rémains 
pre-eminent in stockmen’s view for the 
bloom it puts on.

‘OLLOWING the previous week’s marginal increases for fat cattle, prime steers 


cwt.

but here again entries were down, particularly a at the begining of the week. 


‘The south had been setting the pace for beef 
prices recently, but last week the Eastern 
markets provided the incentive and Wales and 
the border counties also showed a consider- 
able improvement. 

Falls in the prices for fat cows were halted 
last week, at least temporarily, and the 
national average rose by 6d per cwt to 70s 3d. 
But this may have been a reflection from the 
decreased entries of fat cattle. 

Trade for prime steers has been particu- 
larly good at Ipswich and last week they 
increased by another 4s to 150s per cwt. 
This was well over £1 a cwt above the 
national average. There was keen bidding 
at Sleaford and values rose by 9s for prime 


steers ont 15s for heifers despite a slightly 
increased entry. 

Only at southern centres were there any 
major falls and these were notably Guildford, 
where prime steers dropped 14s to 132s, and 
Sturminster where prime steers and heifers 
lost 9s and 8: respectively.

Capital Gains Tax 





May Keep Down Prices 





OME form of capital gains tax has 

been promised by the Government; 
in Parliament last week the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer suggested that such a tax 
might apply particulary to quick profits 
made out of Stock Exchange and property 
deals. 


The existence, or threat, of a tax on 
profits made from short-term land 
speculations could have a sobering in- 
fluence on farm and estate prices and the 
gap between the agricultural value and 
the investment or speculative value of 
farmland could thus be narrowed, though 
present investment advantages from tax 
and death duty relief would remain. 


@ Generally, the market in farm land is 
not very active. This time of the year is 
usually fairly slack and, in addition, money 
is still scarce, in spite of the recent cuts in 
the Bank Rate to the present 6 per cent. At 
present the Agricultural Mortgage Corporation 
interest rate is 74 per cent, 14 per cent above 
Bank Rate. This state of affairs is not one 
to encourage would-be borrowers to take on 
loans just at the moment. 

Properties which have recently changed 
hands include the following : 
@ The 422-acre Skeffington Hall estate, 10 
miles east of Leicester, has been sold in lots 
under the hammer and privately for a total 
of £52,000. The seven-bedroomed Hall, 
together with stabling and a cottage, fetched 
£10,000, and a 5-acre building plot with 
permission for 10 houses went for £7,000 
The remaining land comprised a 288-acre 
let farm and various lots of cottages and 
accommodation land. Agents: John D. Wood 
with Shakespear, McTurk & Graham. 


@ Curlews Farm, Carters Clay, Romsey, 
Hampshire, has been sold by Knight, Frank 
& Rutley for £9,000. The 40-acre holding 
is equipped as a specialist pig farm to pro- 
duce some 1,200 baconers a year from pig- 
geries of the Harper Adams type. Purchasers 
of the farm, which includes a four-bedroomed

ALWAYS A GOOD GUIDE 


IX months ago people were prepared to pay nearly Ss in the £ more om average 


S for shares than they are to-day. 


In other words, prices would have to rise by 


getting on for one-quarter before mid-May peak values were re-attained. We 
all know the setback occurred because companies are often encountering tougher 
trading conditions and earning less as a result. But share prices should not be based 
purely and simply on the short-run alent Lrsmeteiorenciee bead they do not always providé 


a reliable guide to values. 

In buying shares everyone likes to see 
a quick appreciation or at least to avoid a 
quick loss. The great majority of in- 
vestors, however, are more concerned 
with longer-term performance. A tiny 
fraction only of the shares in issue would 
have changed hands in the past six 
months. 

This is not because there has been 
any failure to recognize that industry was 
going to enter a less-prosperous period. 
On the contrary, big institutional in- 
vestors including insurance companies 
and pension funds realized way back in 
1960 that more difficult conditions were 
emerging. 

Some of them cut back on their pur- 
chases of equities, but on balance they 
remained substantial buyers although the 
force of that buying has not assisted prices 
very much. The reason has been that the 
buying has taken the shape of accepting 
rights offerings which has meant that a 
larger proportion .of available funds has 
by-passed the market. 

Had the level of equity issues been of 
more normal proportions a bigger volume 
of money would have been applied in 
purchases through the market. This is a 
point of considerable importance when 
considering the recent setback. 


Falling profits 

Of course, it would be unworldly to 
attribute the fall in prices solely to in- 
vestors having had less money to invest 
through the market. Falling profits and 
the threat of lower dividends in some cases 
have deterred would-be buyers. 

Heading the list of would-be buyers in 
1961 have been previously restricted 
trustees. For many years they have 
pleaded for freedom to pursue sound in- 
vestment policies aimed at producing 
balanced portfolios which would include 
industrial ordinary shares. 


It is somewhat ironical that the neces- 
sary legislation should have been passed 
precisely at a time when industrials 
should have looked less attractive than 
gilt edged because of falling profits. 
Quite correctly in the circumstances most 
trustees postponed any switching. 

But the case for having a balanced in- 
vestment portfolio is as strong as ever. 
And the keenest supporters of gilt edged 
at the present time are hardly likely to 
suggest that trustee investment be con- 
fined to that type of security. At least I 
haven't heard of anyone brave (or foolish) 
enough to take that line, 

Nobody knows just how much of a 





force trustee 1 elation could be, but it is 
acknowledged to be a potential source of 
considerable support for equities. Which 
brings me back to the subject of viewing 
prices in perspective. 

_ It is nor very easy to be keen about 
industrial ordinary shares when com- 
panies are reporting lower earnings. But 
the fact remains that a buyer of those 
shares to-day is getting exactly the same 
value for his money as the chap who paid 
a great deal more before the market took 
fright. 


| Blind optimists 


The possibility exists that vrices are 
still too high. But that could only mean 
they were so stupidly inflated before as 
to have been unrealistic to the blindest 
of blind optimists! 

There is no evidence to suggest that 
was the case and a host of responsible 
advisers, both in stockbroking and the 
financial Press, were quite happy about 
equities at much higher levels. 

What we have to remember is that ups 
and downs are inevitable in business life. 
But there is no more risk of conditions 
remaining difficult than there is of them 
continuing favourable without a break. 

Last week, for example, British Motor 
Corporation reported halved profits. But 
who really believes that B.M.C. will fail 
to improve upon that performance during 
the next few years? After all, in 1960-61 
the company has had to contend with 
credit restrictions at home and contracting 
markets overseas. 

But these conditions will not last for 
ever and B.M.C, and many other leading 
British industrial companies that have 
been feeling the pinch can be relied upon 
to do better in the future. Strong expan- 
sionary forces are expected to be at work 
next year and prices should be viewed 


| against this prospect as well.

This 
suggests to me that Monotype Cor- 
poration should do well for it sells 
the. great bulk of its products 
overseas. 

To be precise, 69 per cent of group 
sales were accounted for by exports 
last year. And to illustrate how suc- 
cessful the company has been, for every 
£100 of goods sold abroad in 1953 it 
now sells £230 worth. 


This concern has proven ability at 
the exporting game therefore. And if 
overall demand in world markets is to 
increase then it should do well.

When the decline in the fortunes of 
the aircraft industry hit Adamant and 
Western, the business was reorganized 
and its trading base broadened by the 
acquisition of other interests in farm 
equipment, industrial machinery and 
associated equipment. 

The diversification policy worked 
well and the group has enjoyed in- 
creasing prosperity in recent years. 
In the period to end-June, 1961, 
profits rose sharply and the dividend 
rate was increased from 12 per cent 
to 15 per cent. 

This suggests to me that prospects 
are viewed favourably. And, indeed, 
the chairman hopes that sales of most 
products will rise again im the current 
year. To return 55 per cenr the 
shares do not look dear.

POTATOES 
SAFELY 
INTO STORE 


S we look round Britain at this moment and 

see half our maincrop potato acreage housed 

in perfectly satisfactory indoor stores, we could be 

forgiven for believing that here, at least, we have 

all the answers we need. It is tempting to think 

that the Agricultural Research Council’s blueprint 
for the indoor potato store is the final word. 

That, we believe, is a dangerous philosophy in 
the impending climate of international competition. 
Europe says that, farmingwise, Britain stagnates; 
and it is just this sort of excusable smugness that is 
the first step towards stagnation. 

This is not a criticism of the A.R.C. In potato 
storage, if not in everything else, they worked ahead 
of public demand; and when the demand came they 
were ready with sound practical answers on venti- 
lation, ducting, wall stresses and the rest. 

Some of the credit for that must go to that great 
pioneer, Major James Keith. Nearly twenty years 
ago he adapted the traditional southern counties 
shallow storage system for his massive Weasenham 
potato harvest; and lost it all from soft rot. His 
prompting put both the fundamental and biological 
research workers in action at Ditton and Sutton 
Bonington. In 1955, when the combine finally 
made sound clamping straw a thing of the past, Mr. 
Peter Twiss, Dr. A. R. Smith and others had practi- 
cal plans for indoor storage in depth all ready. 


No False Security 


What is now important is that the British potato 
growers should not be lulled into thinking that 
there is no more to be said on this subject. For 
this reason we welcome the C.L.A. potato store 
competition (page 55 this issue), with which the 
R.A.S.E. is associated. 

There are certainly enough new ideas about to 
make this a rewarding exercise in dotting the i’s and 
crossing the t’s of our present storage system. 

Already, however, some further lines of advance 
are plain to see. Holland, too, has worked much on 


this subject; and we need to take a closer look at its. 


results. This is particularly so with forced cold air 
ventilation and its effect on weight loss; and, as a 
corollary, we need to know more of the effect of

store temperatures on the vital sugar content of 
potatoes for processing. 

Again, the Dutch methods of small cell stores 
are, admittedly, designed to provide separable areas 
for co-operatively storing the produce of the small 
Netherlands acreages. But there might well be a 
place for some community stores in Britain. 

Then, of course, there is the vital matter of 
storage cost. University surveys suggest that up 
to 5s a ton may be a paying proposition. 

Progress in mechanization and handling both 
seed and ware is now so fast that practice is leaving 
some questions incompletely answered. 

The intriguing results on seed sprouting which 
Mr. Owers produced from Terrington have kicked 
several balls back into the potato breeders’ half 
again. Crate storage is now spreading fast; but we 
don’t really know whether it causes less damage, or 
more, than storage in bulk. 

The labour-low movement of ware by water-— 
the flume system—which has industrial promise 
may well have its use on the bigger farm. 

But here again, we don’t know. 

And above all, we don’t really know either the 
right designs, or their cost, for syndicate stores, 
with or without a prepacked output, which may be 
the next development in the more co-operatively 
minded counties. Such cofhbination or larger 
potato growers in storing and marketing their 
crops could radically alter our present thinking 
on economic acreages, which are partly controlled 
by the riddling gangs available.

High Time

Hasten Slowly 


E farmers often reproach 

scientists with being too 
slow to publish the results of their 
research work. But, in live stock ex- 
periments particularly, it doesn’t 
always pay to be too hasty. 

For example, in the Rosemaund beef 
performance and progeny tests, I 
understand that seven out of nine 
groups from the first year’s batch of 
cross-bred dairy steers showed rela- 
tive live weight gains similar to those 
of their Hereford sires. Almost too 
perfect a result, thought the scientists. 

But how different was the tale with 
the second set of bulls. Of their 
cross-bred progeny, only two pens out 
of 10 appeared to follow in father’s 
footsteps. 


Depressingly Slow 





However, the experiment still 
has some three years to run, so any- 
thing may kappen. I must say I hope 
that live weight gain turns out to be 
highly heritable, for in so many of the 
factors we breed for, genetic improve- 
ment is depressingly slow. 

In fact, many genetic factors have 
such a smal! effect that they are easily 


masked by differences in the man- 
wement. 

A scientist friend tells me he doubts 
very much whether we have the 


facilities anywhere in this country for

a really satisfactory beef performance 
and progeny test. I have heard it said 
that statisticians (a notoriously difficult 
race to satisfy) would only be really 
happy with a test involving 100 bulls. 
Where is the research station with the 
resources to house and feed such 
numbers individually? 


Questionable Value 





During the past few years we 
have seen many so-called “ pilot” per- 
formance tests, each with small num- 
bers, each with a different breed, and 
most yielding results of questionable 
scientific value. If all the energies 
and cash put into these tests had been 
combined and devoted to one really 
sizeable experiment, perhaps by now 
we should know more about perform- 
ance tests in evaluating beef bulls for 
use in dairv herds. 

As it is, I am half inclined to agree 
with my scientific friend that it might 
be best not even to attempt perform- 


ance tests for which we have nothing 
like the resources, but simply to rely 
on the results of the American work 
Admittedly, these apply only to beef 
cattle, but it would seem very un- 
likely that a similar effect would not 
be observed in beef-dairy crosses, if 
only to a more limited extent. 


Trefoil or Nitrogen 
EADING the results of the 
continuous barley-growing 

experiments at the High Mowthorpe 

Experimental Husbandry Farm, what 


particularly interested me was _ that 
there is no critical evidence to show 
that the Chamberlain system of under- 
sowing with trefoil, which no doubt 
was a successful idea in its day, is 
effective under modern fertilizer con- 
ditions. The cwt increase in yield at 
comparable fertilizer levels could soon 
be corrected with a fertilizer applica- 
tion. 

In fact, of course, it looks as though 
the advantages of autumn cultivations 
coupled with adequate fertilizers out- 
weigh the advantages to be had from 
the trefoil.

year U.K. production totalled 150,300 tons, in 1960 the comparable total was 
132,000 tons, but in 1959 the figure was 164,600 tons.

GREAT deal more preliminary weight recording and an intensive study 
of the problems involved are essential before a national beef-recording 
This recommendation is made “in the strongest 


possible terms” in the interim report of the management committee set up by 
the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society to administer its pilot beef-recording scheme. 
The Council of the National Cattle Breeders’ Association has already endorsed 
in principle plans for a national scheme (see our issue, Sept. 19, p. 83.) 


The committee also suggests that 
although only the recording of weight 
gain is being studied at the present time 
“those formulating a national scheme 
should design their organization and their 
record system so that, should it be pos- 
sible to measure any other characteristics, 
these additional records may be incorpor- 
ated into the scheme.” 

Ar a press conference in London last 
week Mr. Hugh Neilson, secretary of the 
Society, suggested that the ultrasonic 
measurement of the depth of eye muscle 


in live beef cattle might be one of the fac- 
tors that could be recorded in the future. 

Although ultrasonic equipment is 
already in field use in this country’s pig 
herds little work appears to have been 
done so far with the use of this equip- 
ment on beef cattle.

Assurance Wanted 

The suggestion that the Government 
should give food producers some assur- 
ance as to their economic position in view 
of possible effects of fall-out was made at 
Perth F.U. last weck. It was felt that 
since insurance companies could not pro- 
vide cover, the Board of Trade could pos- 
sibly formulate a scheme similar to the 
War Damage Act in the event of food- 
stuffs suffering contamination. 


Mr. G. Garner, who is chairman of the 
N.F.U. milk producer-retailers’ commit- 
tee, was not sO optimistic as Mr. Davies, 
and thought that somebody must tell pro- 
ducers that they must become economic 
units. “ Who is the responsible body to 
tell them that they are too small to do the 
job?” 

Even when this was done he had an 
inherent fear that we would produce 
too much milk. He added: “We have 
just gone through the ‘ quota exercise.’ 
I believe that too many people threw 
consideration out of the window before 
they had given serious thought to the 
position.” 

Mr. C. Park, Herts, said he was alarmed 
to find that a quota system had been 
turned down. He alleged that producers 
had been led astray. 

Answering these points, Mr. Davies 
pointed out that the Board had always said 
that if farmers wanted quotas it was pre- 
pared to operate them. There would be 
a lot of administrative work, but the prob- 
lem was not insuperable 

Of small farmers, he said: “A small 
farmer, well set up on a family farm, can 
produce milk as efficiently as anybody 
else, but there are hosts of little farmers 
who, because of the size of their farms, 
must make a lot of milk and they can’t 
do it very efficiently.” 

But he added: “ So long as we have the 
aericultural policy that we have and _ the 
kind of farmers we have, we shall have 
the milk and have to deal with it.”

Teenagers’ 
Milk-drinking 
Doubles 


ILK-DRINKING in the 16 to 20 

age-group has more than doubled 
in the past six years. A survey carried 
out by the National Milk Publicity Coun- 
cil confirms that a favourable image of 
milk exists among young people. Ninety- 
five per cent of all pupils interviewed 
said: “ Milk is good for you.” 

Asked what type of persons were most 
likely to drink milk, both boys and girls 
put at the top of the list tennis players, 
footballers and ballet dancers. Coal- 
miners were next, followed by bricklayers 
for the boys and fashion models for the 
girls. 

The survey covered 1,920 children in 
56 secondary schools in England and 
Wales. The N.M.P.C.’s education pro- 
gramme reaches about 90 per cent of all 
secondary schools with its pamphlets and 
wall charts and, in addition, about 5,000 
junior schools are covered. 

In 1960, 81.9 per cent of children in all 
schools took school milk. In primary 
schools the figure was as high as 93.4 per 
cent.

SYSTEMIC 


DEATH IN TH 


New Killers of Sucking Insects 
That Carry Plant Viruses 


UCH of the unease among the general public regarding the use of 
chemicals on crops was due to ignorance, said Dr. H. G. Sanders, Chief 
Scientific Adviser to the Minister, when—as President—he opened the 

first British Insecticide and Fungicide Conference organized by the Association 
of British Manufacturers of Agricultural Chemicals at Brighton last week. Few 
people realized the “high hurdles” that chemicals had to clear before being 


accepted, he said. 

Both Dr. Sanders and the Association's 
chairman, Mr. H. C. Mellor, pointed out 
that the industry was “straining every 
nerve” to produce safer as well as better 
products. In the five years 1955 to 1960 
the total acreage sprayed had doubled, but 
that sprayed with the more toxic chemicals 
was reduced by a quarter. 

One of the features of the conference 
was the emphasis on the development of 
systemic insecticides—chemicals which 
when applied to foliage, soil or seed are 
taken up by the plant and carried through 
its system to the detriment of sap-sucking 
insects. They have the advantage of being 
effective over a longer period than the 
contact-kill type of insecticides. 


NEW METHOD FOR 
EELWORM CONTROL 





R. F. G. W. JONES of Rothamsted 

introduced the immense problem of 
eelworms and said that the development 
of positive methods of chemical control at 
economic prices was an_ increasingly 
desirable pursuit. 

For annual field crops the aim was to 
bring the eelworm population in the mass 
of soil occupied by plant roots below the 
level that does economic damage. Eradi- 
cation was out of the question,

PREVENTING THE 
SPREAD OF VIRUS 








| NSTEAD of frequent recourse to cer- 
ufied stocks of seed potatoes from 
virus-free areas growers could control the 
spread of virus by killing insect vectors 
and thus prolong the useful life of their 
own potaro stocks, said Dr. L. Broadbent. 
He referred to spraying experiments and 
farm trials organized from Rothamsted. 

Dr. Broadbent said aphids could pick 
up virus “Y” in a few seconds and 
transmit it immediately to healthy plants 
on which they fed briefly. In contrast, 
with leaf roll virus the insects must feed 
much longer to acquire the virus and then 
it took a day or two more for them to 
become infective. 

Most residual insecticides failed to in- 
capacitate aphids in less than an hour and, 
therefore, they were less effective in con- 
trolling virus “Y” than they were leaf 
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roll but they had some effect by merely 
reducing the number of aphids. 

Anyway the relatively poor control of 
“Y” was less important than it might 
seem since the aphids retained this virus 
for only a few hours at most. 

To prevent virus spread within a crop 
Dr. Broadbent recommended that a first 
spray should be applied when about 80 
per cent of potato plants had emerged 
above ground, A second spray should be 
applied about 10 days later, followed by 
two more at intervals of two weeks. 

D.D.T. was effective when spraying 
was done with overhead and under- 
leaf lances and begun before aphids 
started to colonize the plants, but it was 
less so in hot weather or on a mature 
crop. Dr. Broadbent considered that the 
first spray at least should be a systemic. 

In an attempt to reduce the work and 
damage from machines systemic insec- 
ticides were now being tried applied 
either to the tubers or in the drills at 
planting time. Preliminary work sug- 
gested that menazon applied on the 
tubers and dimethoate and phorate in the 
drills were absorbed through the roots 
and might prevent aphid colonization for 
most of the growing season. 

Dr. Broadbent made it clear that fur- 
ther work needed to be done before thes« 
methods could be recommended 


THE NEXT BIG 
STEP 








T looks as if the next big step forward 

in the fight against sugar beet virus 
yellows may be in the direction of seed 
treatment, granular formulations and soil 
treatments with systemic insecticides. A 
number of research reports were pre- 
sented which indicated progress in this 
direction—a direction which could mean 
fewer operations for the grower of the 
crop. For example, it was pointed out 
that -granular phorate, one of the syste- 
mics, could be applied by a “drill” 
mounted on a steerage hoe during rou- 
tine cultivation, 

Aphid-infested mangold clamps are a 
main source of virus yellows in spring. 
Dr. R. A, Dunning referred to a method 
of combating this trouble by covering 
clamps with plastic sheeting and then 
fumigating with methyl bromide.

VERAGE returns to potato growers last season fell short of the guaranteed 
price by some 25s per ton, according to the annual report of the Potato 


Marketing Board. 


The average price received was around £11 15s per 


ton—£1 4s less than the average price for the 1959 crop, writes Our Marketing 


Correspondent. 


But 1960 was a season of heavy surplus; there were about half 


a million tons of potatoes left over after domestic needs had been met. The Board 


managed to dispose of most of these, 

Costs of the Board’s buying operation, 
which began on October 7, 1960, was ap- 
proximately £6.6m, two-thirds of which 
was met by a specially negotiated Govern- 
ment contribution. The other one-third of 
the cost was met by the Board, out of the 
deficiency payment made to it by the 
Government through the normal working 
of the price support scheme. 

By operating this buying programme, 
the Board claims to have been successful 
in raising the market price from an 
average of about £8 10s per ton at the

Foor its second National Farm Build- 


ings competition, launched last week, 


the C.L.A. has selected as the subject 
ware potaio storage on the farm.

beginning of October, 1960, to an average 
of about £11 15s for the season as a whole. 

In this way, the deficiency payment was 
reduced from a potential figure of some 
£15m to slightly less than £4m. Had the 
market price remained around £8 10s the 
Board says that producers would have lost 
some £10m income. 

Due to its extensive buying operations, 
the Board was in a position to sell ware 
stocks to the trade, the first time this has 
happened since 1955. Between mid-May 
and the end of June, 1960, the Board dis- 
posed of some 95,000 tons of ware in this 
way. 

The financial position of the Board is 
now far more satisfactory than it was this 
time last year. The deficiency payment 
received from the Government for the 
1960 crop covered the Board’s one-third 
liability for the buying pregramme and 
also almost exactly wiped out the deficit 
left from the i959 crop operations. 

The acreage planted this year (1961 
crop) is some 100,000 acres down on last 
season; supplies should satisfy demand 
without giving the Board the headache and 
cost of disposing of a surplus. 

It now appears likely that the proposals 
to increase the standard and excess acreage 
levies will be ratified.

RITISH pig producers will face 

higher feed bills in the event of the 
U.K. joining the Common Market, 
according to a booklet just published by 
P.I.D.A.* But how much feed costs 
would go up is not clear—this will de 
pend upen the target prices decided on by 
the E.E.C. 

Guarantee payments would also be lost, 
says P.I.D.A., but the Authority points 
out, that a basic concept of the E.E.C. 
approach is that the consumer should pay 
enough to provide an adequate return to 
producers. 

P.I.D.A. have calculated that, in 1959- 
60, pig production in the U.K. was more 
profitable than in Belgium, West Germany 
and the Netherlands, but less profitable 
than in France and Italy, Danish pro- 
fitability is put at a little less than that 
of the U.K., this assessment being 
based on the ratio of barley prices to pig 
meat prices in the countries concerned.

Peterborough Buys 
New Show Site 


ETERBOROUGH AGRICUL- 

TURAL SOCIETY announced last 
week that it has acquired a potential 
new site for its show, which has been 
held for the past 50 years on the 40-acre 
Eastfield Showground, Peterborough. 
The Society has bought about 171 acres 
at Alwalton, about four miles outside 
Peterborough and adjoining the Al road. 
It has an option on a further 31 acres 
and is arranging for the use of-a further 
40 acres for car parking. 

The Society emphasized that it has no 
intention of moving the show from the 
Eastfield site until it becomes necessary 
to do so. Also, although some 240 acres 
will be available at Alwalton, it is intended 
to keep the show to about its present com- 
pact size. Any land not required will 
continue to be farmed by the present 
tenant. 


Reasons For Decision 

Several factors influenced the Society’s 
Council in its decision to seek an alterna- 
tive site. 

The Society does not own its present car 
parks. These are already inadequate, and 
if any became unavailable it would seri- 
ously affect the holding of the Show. 

There is no room for any expansion 
which is becoming increasingly necessary, 
and it is also becoming essential to provide 
permanent roadways and permanent ac- 
commodation for live stock and stockmen. 

The Council felt that a large capital out- 
lay was now necessary, but that it might 
well be impossible to obtain anything like 
an adequate return on it at Eastfield. 

The Society is applying for planning per- 
mission for residential development at 
Eastfield, since its eventual disposal for 
housing will be the most profitable. Out- 
line planning permission for a showground 
Alwalton.

Many well thought out design features 
were pointed out by Mr. A. W. Kidd 
when the spreader was demonstrated last 
week at Mr. E. White’s farm, near 
Melksham. 

He emphasized, in particular, that the 
Fymax was designed from the start as 
a muck spreader rather than as a trailer 
with an attachment for unloading and 
spreading. The bodywork, including the 
2ft deep sides, is of strong sections made 
up of folded heavy gauge sheet steel. 

The object of this form of construction 
is to give a strong framework without 
adding unnecessary weight. At 25cwt the 
spreader is surprisiingly light. 


Special Attention 

Attention has been given to many points 
important to the user. If heavy loads 
are to be hauled over soft ground large 
section tyres are obviously needed; the 
Fymax is equipped with 12-18, 8-ply tyres 
on wheels mounted on stub axles to give 
the maximum possible ground clearance. 

The moving floor of the spreader is a 
rubber belt, sealed with rubber strips at 
the sides and front so that grain can be 
carried without wastage. 

The spreading shredders and beaters 
can be removed after withdrawing five 
bolts each side of the machine and a 
grain-tight rear door fitted. 

For unloading grain or silage the ratchet 
mechanism is altered to a second posi- 
tion, giving complete emptying in one 
minute at standard p.t.o. speed. 

Sides extensions will be available for 
both grain and silage. 

First deliveries of the Fymax, which 
costs £498, are expected next March.

KEEPING THE PRICE RIGHT 


These Timber Products Also Qualify 
For the Ministry Grant 


have enabled timber to become of increasing value as a building material 


M ODERN methods of wood preservation developed in the last few years 


around the farm. Apart from its adaptability and ease of erecting, it is 
in some cases cheaper to use than other materials. Now, a Berkshire company is 
offering grain silos, silage feeders and bulk feed hoppers constructed in timber. 
In the main, exterior quality Canadian Douglas Fir plywood and Malayan 


hardwood are used. 


Last week, FARMER & STOCKBREEDER 


visited the works of the company, W. & 
G. (Challow) Ltd., near Wantage, to see 
the new equipment. 

The outside silage feeder unit is 8ft 
long, 4ft wide and 6ft 6in high. Larger 
versions can be made to order. It can 
hold approximately 2 tons of silage or 
10cwt of hay. 

The sides of the hopper are constructed 
from Weldmesh or solid plywood, de- 
pending on whether the silage was forage 
harvested or mown with a conventional 
type mower. 

Below the hopper is a trough into which 
the silage falls. The trough can also be 
used for feeding concentrates. As the 
cattle eat the silage, so more drops down 
to keep the trough filled. 

When filling the hopper from a trailer, 
a weather-proof hood pivots over to one 
side. The feeder is large enough to feed 
24 cows for three days at one filling. Cost 
of the unit is £30 10s. 

Bulk cube or pellet hoppers are becom- 
ing increasingly popular and will continue

to do so as long as food suppliers give 
reduced rates to bulk buyers. 

The company also offers a Do-It-Your- 
self outside hopper outfit for pig and 
poultry houses. The hopper measures 
16ft high, 4ft wide and 4ft deep, and will 
hold about 2 tons of feed. A discharge 
chute is placed 3ft above ground level and 
extension chutes are available if passing 
the food through the wall of a building. 


Uncommon Sight 

Grain storing in cylindrical plywood 
silos is at the moment an uncommon sight 
in this country. The silos come in easy- 
to-assemble sections and will hold about 
20 tons of grain. They cost £115 each. 

Throughout the construction of all 
these products, the plywood is of the 
water-boilproof exterior quality standard, 
which is a grant-earning material under 
the Ministry of Agriculture Farm Im- 
provement Scheme. 

For moving poultry and pighouses, 
bales or machinery, a special low-loading 
trailer has been designed by the company. 
The trailer is drawn by the tractor on a

crossbar, between the two draught link 
arms. When the arms are fully raised, 
the trailer rests on its rear with the 
wheels off the ground.

The tractor 
hydraulics are then lowered, bringing the 
trailer down to two small jacks. 

These stop the trailer from moving for- 
ward when pulling or pushing something 
on to the platform. Overall dimensions 
of the trailer, which retails at £57 10s, ere 
10ft long by 6ft wide.

THEY GO TO HOLLAND 


MICHAEL PETERS Reports on the 11th British 
National Ploughing Match 


REAT BRITAIN will be represented for the second time by Mr. H. R. 
Jones of Brownswell Farm, Parkmill, Swansea, Wales, at next year’s 
World Ploughing Contest to be held in Holland. His team-mate 

will be Mr. J. W. Sandford of The Standards, Mocass, Hereford, a newcomer 


to this international event. 


They were winners of the high-cut work and the 


semi-digger work respectively at the 11th British National Ploughing Match 
last week. A record entry of 148 plengimen were scheduled to take part during 


the two-day contest. 

The soil on the 200-acre site on Mr. 
A. J. Gurney’s Keswick Hall Farm, Kes- 
wick, Norwich (with additional neigh- 
bouring land from Messrs. F. J. Crane, 
A. King, and the Governors and Principal 
of Keswick Hall Teachers’ Training 
College), was a medium loam, with a few 
small stones. Excessive rain before the 
match made some areas on the first day’s 
plots particularly difficult and sticky. 

However, despite the first onslaught of 
rain, the general level of work was in 
keeping with National Match standard. 


Same Classes 


This is the first year that mounted and 
trailed ploughs have been put in the same 
classes. It seems that at long last the 
mounted plough has been recognized to 
be able to do as good work as its trailed 
counterpart. 

Also this year more emphasis was put 
on the type of work produced. When 
using general-purpose bodies, the ridges 
for the competition had to be long and un- 
broken and good enough to withstand a 
winter. So was the work of Mr. E, S. 
Davies, who represented Great Britain in 
Northern Ireland for the 1959 World 
Contest. 

Last week he won the general-purpose 
class and became whole work reserve 
champion. Some competitors were pro- 
ducing excellent ploughing, but it looked 
more like semi-digger work. Taking the 
conditions into consideration the work was 
good. 

Qn the Wednesday, there were 6] 
entrants for the general-purpose class and 
24 entrants for the oat seed furrow or 
high-cut tractor ploughing class. This 
was the class in which 35-year-old Mr. 
Henry Jones won top honours. His 
work was excellent with a good opening 
furrow, followed by some well-cut rounds 
and finally a brilliant finish. 

In 1959, he was the winner of the same 
class at the National Match when it was 


held at ae This was followed 
by his accompanying Mr. J. A. Gwilliam 
on his successful trip to Rome in 1960, 

The winner of the semi-digger class on 
the second day was 30-year-old Mr. 
J. W. Sandford, who has had a good 
record in competition work. In 1958 he 
was sixth in the national match and on 

both occasions in 1959 and 1960 he took 
fourth position. 

In his 12 years of match ploughing, he 
has won about 90 prizes, even though he 
only ploughs approximately 20 acres a 
year on his father’s farm. So far this 
year, he has had seven firsts, two seconds 
and one third. 


First Visit Abroad 

At this year’s contest, he was using a 
Ransomes trailer plough and a David 
Brown tractor. He expects to take these 
two machines with him to Holland on 
October 4 and 5, 1962. It will be his first 
visit abroad. 

At first it looked as though Mr. Sand- 
ford’s biggest threat would be from 
Britain’s representative for this year’s 
World Ploughing Contest, Mr. W. 
Phillips. However, Mr. Phillips was one 
point behind Mr. J. A. Harris, who came 
second and was closely followed by Mr 
E. Ellis and Mr. Gwilliam. 

As always, the horse oat seed furrow 
work proved to be a big attraction. It 


was the winner of this section, 69-year- 
old Mr, A. W. Pearce, who was high-cut 
reserve champion. 

Mr. Pearce has won 274 first prizes and 
championships with horses since he 
started competition ploughing in 1906. 
He has also been in every British National 
Match with the exception of one, but has 
never been placed top before. 

For the second year in succession, the 
organizers held an additional section for 
one-way ploughs. Last year there were 


eight entrants and this year eleven. The 
winner was Mr. J. D. Burne. 
Apart from competition ploughing, 


many companies exhibited their ploughs, 
cultivations equipment and hedging and 
ditching machinery in a special demon- 
stration area. 

All in all, the 6,000 visitors saw a com- 
prehensive display of machinery and 
some excellent ploughing. 

This continual high standard which has 
risen throughout the past ten years can be 
accredited to the many local ploughing 
matches held annually all over the country.

W AGE pause notwithstanding, farm workers are to get a 6s a week increase

But at the meeting of the Agricultural Wages Board in London last week the 
workers’ side suggested an lls a week increase and a 40-hour week. The 
employers were opposed to any increase at all, but later switched their view 
to move an amendment suggesting the eventually agreed rise. 


This increase will cost the agricultural 
industry’s wage bill another estimated £8 
million annually (based on the assumption 
that each Is increase means an extra 
£1,320,000 to the industry), against a 
possible £14 to £15 million had the 
N.U.A.W. claim gone through. 

The date of the increase means that 
it will take effect in the middle of the 
Price Review negotiations—and _ this, 
according to the employers’ spokesman 
after the meeting, Mr. G. T. Williams, 
vice-President of the N.F.U., would mean 
that farmers would “seek a full recoup- 
ment at the Review.” 


Compromise 

The date is tied up, too, with the sug- 
gested finish to the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer’s wage pause—that date, said Mr. 
Williams, was “early spring.” Therefore 
the February 26 agreement had been in 
the nature of a compromise. 

Explaining this compromise, Mr, Wil- 
liams said: “‘ While this is an independent 
statutory wages fixing board we felt there 
was justification for taking note of the 
national position.” 


For the N.U.A.W., Mr. Harold Col- 
lison, general secretary, said afterwards 
the increase was “completely inade- 
quate. 


Mr. Collison said that over the past 
five years agricultural output per man had 
risen 29 per cent whereas wages in that 
period had only gone up some 9 per cent. 
Their argument for the 11s increase had 
been based on this productivity factor. 

Commenting on the wage increase, the 
N.F.U. said: “The Union welcomes the 
Board’s decision to maintain the standard 
week at its present level. It also notes 
that the Board has taken account of the 
Government’s present wage pause policy 
by deferring the date of introduction of 
the new rates until the pay week begin- 
ning Februray 26, 1962.”

WATCH LABOUR 
COSTS, SAYS 
ITALIAN VISITOR 


RITAIN must join the Common 

Market, thinks Professor Gregorio 
Fabbri, one of a party of 22 Italian agri- 
culturists who paid a flying visit to 
Britain last week. Our agriculture will 
adapt itself to the Market more easily 
than Italy’s, but, he adds: “English farms 
are a bit out of date in organization. You 
must bring down costs, particularly of 
labour.” 

Prof, Fabbri, who is head of the state 
advisory service in Modena province, 
agreed that Italian fruit and vegetable 
growers would have big advantages over 
the British in the Common Market. 
Asked about the scope for exports to 
Britain, he replied: “Britain is a very 
good market for us.” 

The party, which included farmers, 
merchants and technicians, was organized 
by the Italian office of Vitamealo, Ltd. 

Breeding stock for export was a field 
where Britain could make her mark in the 
Common Market, commented the Pro- 
fessor. “You have such terrific experi- 
ence in the selection of stock.” 

There were also possibilities for meat 
exports fo Italy. “Meat is more expen- 
sive generally in Italy than in Britain, and, 
as social conditions improve, the amount 
of meat eaten will go up,” Prof, Fabbri 
declared

Overseas Challenge 
Last year, he said, Holland 
some 26,000 cattle (of which roughly 
16,000 would be Friesians); Denmark 
10,000; Canada 14,000; and U.S.A. even 
more—to mention just a few countries. 
In contrast, the L.E.G. report for last 
year shows that for Great Britain, exports 
of cattle were only 1,151, sheep 202, pigs

enced by the keen export demand for 
ponies in recent years.

Bouquet For Beef 

Beef breed societies Geserve a pat on 
the back for their success in South 
America, but are there not other parts of 
the world nearer home that require culti- 
vating? 

In FARMER AND STOCKBREEDER’S recent 
Common Market series, Mr. Trow-Smith 
states—“ Our pedigree beef men should 
really get selling in Western Europe and 
not wait for the customer to come here.” 
In other words, we must carry the battle 
for exports right into the Charollais camp 
and demonstr: te in Europe that our beef 
breeds are still “ tops. 

At a recent meeting of the L.E.G., we 
were told in no uncertain manner by a 
Board of Trade representative that there 
was one obvious reason for the small 
aumber of live stock exported

That statement may have a considerable 
amount of truth in it, but are the Board 
of Trade and the Ministry giving similar 
assistance to the export of stock as that 
provided by other Governments? 

The L.E.G. has been pressing the 
Government for information on the direct 
and indirect subsidization of exports by 
foreign Governments: information on 
such things as provision of quarantine 
facilities; suitable boats for shipping; 
conversion of planes for carrying stock; 
exhibition of stock at Trade Fairs; pro- 
vision of propaganda and stock films; and 
help in other more devious ways 


The Eye-opener 

We can thank “Blythe” for recently 
opening our eyes, and possibly those of 
the Board of Trade as well, in respect of 
Government assistance applying in Eur- 
ope. It seems Austria gives a subsidy of 
15.5 per cent on the sale price; the Tyrol 
25.5 per cent on Brown Swiss; and 
Switzerland gives an export premium of 
£65 a head 

In addition to this direct subsidization, 
it is suggested that both European and 
other foreign Governments are assisting in 
sending out well-equipped and competent 


representatives to push sales of pedigree 
stock. 

What of the Charollais importation? I 
do not say it is wrong to import other 
breeds; indeed, one has to admit the bene- 
ficial effect of the Friesian and Landrace 
importations. 

But these were carried out by the 
breeders concerned, who stood to lose or 
gain by it. It is a different matter for 
a Government to spend £500,000 to test 
out a breed for the benefit of a foreign 
country when they have failed to test their 
own beef breeds. 

Indeed, they may by this Charollais 
importation have influenced Australia to 
continue her embargo against us and 
made us suspect in regard to continued 
exports through Canada to the U.S.A. 

Again, what action has the Government 
take to counter the deliberate propaganda 
applying in South America regarding our 
being a country in which, as in Europe, 
foot-and-mouth is endemic? This un- 
true propaganda is used to influence ad- 
versely our export trade. 


Stores From Eire 

Every year, to Eire’s great financial 
benefit, we import hundreds of thousands 
of store cattle, despite the danger of bring- 
ing in tuberculosis and other diseases. 
The Irish permit the importation of pedi- 
gree bulls from -here, but not pedigree 
females, because it is alleged they are 
afraid of importing disease. What is the 
Government doing to. correct this 
position? 

At one time one of the Ministry’s ablest 
Live Stock Officers was seconded to attend 
World Trade Fairs armed with breed 
propaganda, to help in stock exports. On 
the promotion of the officer concerned, 
this service was discontinued. 


The Little Leaders 

Canada and U.S.A. have their blood 
testing stations to ensure pedigree parent- 
age is accurate. 

In Europe, it would be thought that 
Britain—* The Stud Farm of _ the 
World ”—should be ahead in blood test- 
ing. But it is Httle Denmark and 
Sweden that lead. 

If only the amount that is being ex- 
pended on progeny testing another 
country’s beef cattle had been offered in- 
stead to the N.C.B.A., we should have had 
a blood typing station in operation.

This would appear contradictory at a first 
glance of the averages.

If in doubt about the grass 


«APPEAL TO THE COM 


HAVE always been deeply suspi- 
cious of the use of live weight gain 
as a standard of animal production, 

and of pasture production as well. The 
paunch of a grass-eating animal varies 
so in weight as to make any live weight 
comparisons absolutely valueless. That 
variation can be affected by the animal’s 
own metabolism. Some animals have 
need for more water to aid digestion 
than others. Some have a bigger blad- 
der. Some void at different times of 
day. 

The sensible thing to do when mak- 
ing comparative tests of feed and of 
pasture for meat production is to have 
recourse to a post-mortem. This will 
show just how much meat, bone and 
fat have been produced. 


* * * 


The cheese-paring attitude on the 
part of research—I hasten to say that 
I don’t blame the researchers for this, 
only those that provide the cash—was 
very much brought home to me when 
I heard of some beef cattle experiments 
that were carried out in Leicestershire. 

Bullocks that had been wintered in 
were weighed. Some were then turned 
out on spring grass and some were 
left on their high concentrate winter 
feed. After a fortnight those turned 
out had lost the best part of a hundred- 
weight and those still in had main- 
tained, and even to a small extent 
increased, their live weight. 

And there the matter would have 
rested no doubt, with spring grass get- 
ting the blame, had it not been neces- 
sary to kill both lots of cattle. 

On the hook there was no differ- 
ence between the lots, which seemed 
to show that those inside had been 
carrying about a good deal of un- 
necessary weight in the stomach. 
And that the fresh spring grass had 
made no difference to the final car- 
case weight, which is the acid test. 
But really—our tests of all animal 

feeding stuffs are pretty rudimentary.

I must have spent hours in the aggre- 
gate listening to discourses on the 
amount of dry matter collected from 
small grass plots. 

All right, the dry matter may weigh 
so much per acre. But is it any good 
for anything? It frequently happens 
that the weight of wheat straw collected 
off an acre equals the weight of corn. 
Both the grain and the straw consist 
largely of dry matter. One is a valu- 
able food, and one is a cheap source of 
fibre. We don’t need a scientist to tell 
us this. It has been known for genera- 
tions. 

But no one, just no one, knows what 
proportion of the dry matter in grass 
is nutritious to the animal and what is 
not. 

The New Zealanders, who have done 
more work on the feeding value of 
grass than anyone else, have found out 
some rather interesting things. 

Everyone knows that if dairy cows 
are turned into a field they graze selec- 
tively for a start, moving round the 
field looking for what to them is the 
most delectable mouthful. 


* x * 


But this grass must be not only 
extremely palatable to the cow. It must 
be productive as well, for one of the 
features of rotational cow grazing is 
that the milk goes up when they are 
turned into a fresh field, 

Does the cow eat the first grass 
because she likes it? Or because she 
wants to produce more milk? 

The New Zealanders recognize this, 
and most dairy grazing practice there 
is for the farms to be divided into 
small grazing paddocks that can be 
fed off rotationally. Perhaps there will 
only be enough area in a paddock for 
one or two feeds at a time, but the 
cows do get the benefit of a fresh field 
every day of the grazing season. 

We think we do the same with an 
electric fence. But I gather evidence 





is coming to hand that the electric 
fence is showing no advantage over 
paddock grazing, and that the electric 
fencing for strip grazing may actually 
be frustrating the cows in their search 
for that bit of something special. 
Another New Zealand technique 
which is becoming known here is to 
graze the weaned calves in front of 
the cows. The practice is to wean the 
calves at eight weeks and then let them 
have the first helping of the paddocks. 


* * * 


The effects of this on the develop- 
ment of the calves are spectacular. 
They grow even better in size and 
condition than they do when kept in- 
side on high concentrate feeding, and 
are a great deal healthier as well. 

I have seen calves treated in a sim- 
ilar manner over here and I think it 
shows that the calf knows what is best 
for it to eat, to grow well and quickly. 
The objection to this here is, of course, 
the danger of spoiling the pasture for 
the cows, but the New Zealand answer 
to that is to put them on very thin, 
and move them often. 

I suggest that the New Zealanders’ 
success in this field was the direct result 
of the practical approach they show 
to all research. They grow grass, they 
need to cash that grass, how to get 
the most milk from that grass? They 
used the cow and her calf and her 
milk to measure that production. Just 
as in their research on meat they use 
pounds of meat an acre as a yard- 
stick. 

I am sure all our researchers into 
grassland problems would be well ad- 
vised to scrap most of their laboratory 
equipment and rely on the milking 
cow and her production, and the beef 
animal or lamb on the hook as their 
standards tools.

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Plastic solutions to wet and wind 


J. S. Hall, Principal of Newton Rigg Farm School, Penrith, 
sums up the problem of creeping stack covers 


OW do you prevent a plastic stack 
cover “ creeping ” or tearing? 
There is much in what one reader said, 
“there isn’t a right answer to this 
problem—you just do the best you 
can.” 

The replies did, however, contain a 
number of new, practical suggestions, 
all claimed to be successful. 

Many covered the more usual approach 
of having a good overlap and weighting 
the plastic cover well down, and a 
majority advocated the use of a net over 
the sheet with both net and cover 
weighted down. Some recommended the 
use of lin mesh fishing net instead of 
the usual type stack net. 

Several people seem to have met with 
success by covering the plastic sheet with 
loose straw or grass before putting on the 
net. 

Of interest too, were a number of in- 
genious suggestions for tying the sheet 
to the net or to the strings of the bales. 
Here, buttons, clothes pegs, adhesive tape, 
have been used. 


Weight Down 

Others outlined their methods of fixing 
laths, rails, or iron rodding to the ends 
of the cover to weight it down. 

A number of entrants highlighted the 
importance of building the stack specially 
with a view to covering with a plastic 
sheet, emphasizing the need for evenness 
in building and finishing off with a 
rounded, mushroomed, or even flat top 
rather than the steep ridge. 

This advice is sound and practical and 
the prize has been divided between two 
entries using this system and ad 
what to many may be a novel way of 
keeping the cover in Position. 

The first of these two is from Mr. A. A. 
Coutts, Newton of Park, Nairn, who 
builds his stack so as to finish with a 
slightly rounded top. His cover is com- 
pletely held down by a layer of bales 
which, of course, are sacrificed. 


Corner Clamps 

Sharing the prize is Mr. H. W. Spencer, 
Bridge Farm, Potterne, near Devizes, 
Wiltshire, who clamps his sheet with the 
edge bales. Here, there is less wastage 
of bales and I feel that a combination of 
the two methods, i.c., a specially built 
rack with a raised centre (Mr. Coutts) 
with the one row of outside bales (Mr. 
Spencer) is a — and vg Ay effective 
method worthy of widespread 9 

The chief difficulty with 
sheets is in keeping the wind oe 
under the cover. Once this happens and 
the plastic tins ag b fla it seems to 
lose its s iorate. 

Plastic appears to be much more resist- 
ant to wet than wind. The winners’ ideas 
seem to solve that problem and also have 
the advantage of being simple and cheap, 
requiring no other aids such as nets, 
weights, or fastening gadgets. 

An interesting entry, worthy of men- 
tion, comes from Mr. A. Beechener 
(Beds), who uses a system similar to Mr. 
Spencer, but finds that roll sheeting can 
be used so that the stack is covered in 
sections (the plastic is, of course, over- 
lapped) which is an advantage when com- 
ing to take out the bales as they can be 
removed in sections.

BUILD a suitable sized stack of bales as square or rectangular as possible and each 

layer preferably tied in, to prevent sides bulging. The ground layer of bales is 

laid on edges to prevent strings rotting on the ground. All other bales are laid on the 

flat until reaching the fourth row from top or plastic cover. In this row I lay the 
centre bales on edge to give a slight rise in the centre, as shown by the diagram. 

The third row from top is again laid on flat and lying across previous row. No. 2 
row again has the centre bales laid on edge and this time extending to a bale’s width 
from the edge. 

The top row again laid flat. By this time there should be a rounded contour for 
the plastic cover to lie on. The plastic cover is now spread with about 12in over-lap 
at either side. Another layer of bales is now laid on top of plastic cover and tied 
down as illustrated. (Care must be taken not to damage plastic cover with walking.) 

It is important not to raise the centre of the stack too much as difficulty will be found 
in laying bales on the plastic cover. 

Although the covering layer of bales is exposed to the weather this is a very satis- 
factory way of keeping bales dry where no other accommodation is available.

Britain's leading authority on calves reviews the latest calf-rearing research results 


spring-born calves for herd replacements is a system in which calves are 


W's barley at its present price, the most economic method of rearing 


weaned at 5 weeks of age indoors and put to grass at 6 weeks with barley 
replacing the early weaning mixture at 8 weeks if the grass quality is poor. 
Trials of this nature, being made at Experimental Husbandry Farms, show 
that even with autumn-born calves, there is an advantage in turning calves out 
in March, as grass growth begins, rather than in May when grass is plentiful, with 
continued feeding of hay and concentrates until such time as grass can supply

Furthermore, given no concentrates at 
all from six months of age until steaming 
up, heifers at Great House Experimental 
Farm have given very similar lactation 
yields to those given limited bulky food 
and supplemented with concentrates. 

The most economic rate of growth 
for dairy herd replacements has been 
shown in a number of trials abroad, and 
more recently at the Rowett Institute, to

In this matter it would app ar a the 
rearer needs little advice, for the Milk 
Marketing Board survey of. welmes ef 
Friesians, Ayrshire and Shorthorn breeds 
in Northern d showed that a low 
plane of nutrition is normal practice. 

However, it seems that the level of 
nutrition on some farms may perhaps be 
too low to enable animals to calve down 
at the earliest age compatible with the 
best return for milk sales. 


Breed, Quick Growth 

In deciding on the breed to be used for 
beef, or for that matter veal production, 
it is now clear that in general the larger 
the average mature weight of the breed, 
the larger the average weight of the calf 
at birth, the faster is its growth rate and 
the more slowly it reaches maturity. The 
small breeds have calves of small birth 
weight, fine bone and slow growth rate 
but early maturity. 

Thus of the breeds to which attention 
has so far been paid, the Friesian has the 
fastest growth rate and crossing with beef 
bulls causes a reduction in growth rate 
but a better “finished ” animal at a given 
weight. The preliminary results from 
Rosemaund and High Mowthorpe have 
shown a slight reduction in growth rate 


a beef-cross animal graded “Special” 
covers the extra cost in labour, food and 
overheads necessitated by its greater age; 
or, alternatively, when slaughtering at a 
given age whether the increased weight 
of the Friesian, having allowed for its 
higher maintenance requirement, more 
than compensates for a grading reduction. 

At this point, one may well ask why the 
South Devon, which in theory should 
have a fast growth rate and from the 
results of the Smithfield Show clearly has 
one, should not have been exploited as 
the dam for crossing purposes for beef, 
especially as double fleshing in the hind- 
— which is common in the 

arollais has been found in this breed. 

Does the South Devon steer really 
only upwards or is it that it is not 
usually reared on a sufficiently high 
plane “a nutrition? 

The development of beef weighing 
schemes in the future will no doubt help 
to increase the efficiency of beef produc- 
tion, but weight for age is not the only 
important factor and an objective system 
of grading the living animal is urgently 

wired. Unfortunately, the use of 

skin-fold measurement as a measure of 
subcutaneous fat, as is used successfully 
in humans, has given very disappointing 
results in a recent trial in Australia. 

The higher growth rate and efficiency 
of food conversion of intact males com- 
pared with steers have resulted in the use 
of bulls for baby beef production to the 


cent increase in total inseminations. The 
Friesian breed with its large birth weight 
and fast growth rate enables cheap 
systems of calf rearing to be used and is 
very suitable for intensive fattening. 

If the trend in the number of Friesians 
continues, the cost of the calf should be 
reduced, but what if greater emphasis is 
given to payment for milk from some of 
the more extreme dairy breeds? 

From the point of view of meat pro- 
duction any reversal in the present trend 
would be a retrograde step. 

Another possibility is that the routine 
use of antibiotics for calves may in the 
future be permitted. This w prob- 
ably make intensive rearing of calves on 
liquid diets more profitable. 

Research Urgent 

Further research is urgently one on 
such subjects as the ber gy pen Og the 
national herd of strains of cattle that 
show subnormal growth rate and effici- 
ency of conversion, the marketing of 
carcases from veal size upwards, the 
effects of environment on the ew 
housed by: especially in relation 

¢ mechanization of liquid feed. 
ing aaa = elimination of all unnecessary 
tasks from the calf rearing enterprise. 

It is in the adoption of labour-saving 
methods that the biggest reduction in 
costs is likely to be achieved and it is 
from this aspect that early weaning 
systems and the maximum utilization of 
grass are mainly important.

ROM time to time, we hear of farmers who build 
their own machine to suit a particular job on their 
farm, but it is not often that we can find farmers who 
have designed and developed the majority of their equip- 
ment. This is the case with two Hertfordshire men, Mr. 
Roy Sapsed of Newsells Farm, Royston, and his father-in- 
law Mr. John Welch of Nuthamstead Bury Farm, Barkway. 

So successful have been some of their ideas that manu- 
facturers have gone ahead with full-scale production with 
some of the machines. 

Some of the machines took years to perfect. One in 
particular, a large capacity sugar beet cleaner-loader, took 
10 years to complete. 

Two features were common to both farms—a well 
equipped workshop and a large scrap heap. All work was 
carried out on the farm. The following illustrations show 
just a few of the machines built up on the two farms.

IF YOU LET A COTTAGE TO A NON-FARM-WORKER 


YOU CAN'T GET IT BACK 


T is one thing to let a cottage to 
an agricultural worker who works 
on a farm. It is quite a different 

matter to let it to a man who doesn’t. 
In the former case, there will be a 
good chance of obtaining possession if 
the worker is dismissed; in the latter, 
according to a decision recently given 
by the Court of Appeal, the farmer will 
not be entitled to recover possession if 
the rateable value of the cottage is 
within the Rent Act limits: up to £30 
in England and Wales, and up to £40 
in Scotland. 

The situation that now arises when a 

farmer lets a cottage to a tenant is 

iar. The farm itself is usually an 
agricultural holding and accordingly com- 
pletely outside the protection of the Rent 
Acts. If the farmer himself is a tenant 


he would not be able to claim the protec- 
tion of the Rent Acts against his own 
landlord. He would have to look for pro- 
tection to the Agriculture Acts. 

Therefore, while the whole of the farm 
could be uncontrolled as between the 
farmer and his own landlord, the cottage, 
if it is of a rateable value within the above 
limits, would be controlled, as between 
the farmer and the tenant of the cottage. 

The farmer could not get the tenant 
out, unless he could establish one or other 
of the special grounds on which posses- 
sion could be ordered under the Rent 
Acts: non-payment of rent, nuisance or 
annoyance by the tenant, need of the cot- 
tage for occupation by, for instance, a son 
or daughter over 18 (then, however, the 
question of where the greater hardship 
lay would enter). 

The fact that the farmer may require 
the cottage to house an agricultural

worker employed on the farm for whom 
accommodation is urgently required 
would not make even the slightest 
difference. 

The farmer could not get possession on 
such a ground from a tenant, who was not 
in any way connected with the work of 
the farm. This was the point that was 
actually decided in the case in question, 
Critchley v. Clifford. 

Another curious situation would arise 
in such circumstances, if the farmer was 
himself a tenant and if his landlord ob- 
tained possession of the farm from him. 
In such a case the farmer’s landlord 
would be entitled to obtain possession 
automatically from the farmer’s sub- 
tenant of the cottage. The sub-tenant 
would enjoy no protection at all against 
the superior landlord for the farm itself 
would not be controlled by the Rent Acts.

difficult to follow; we could make a sub- 


stantial increase to our wage rates if we 
added in the employer’s insurance con- 
tribution in Britain. 

Using the basic rate of 4s, plus 25 per 
cent extra actually paid, and the average 
of 48 hours’ work a week as applying to 
tractor drivers, we get weekly earnings of 
£12. Even for the 52-hour week quoted 
by Mr. Trow-Smith we obtain earnings 
of £13 a week, not the £15 12s he gives. 

A “tractor driver” in the enquiries 
carried out officially in this country may 
cover a wide range of skills, from the man 
who merely drives a tractor to the skilled 
mechanic who can take his machine to 
pieces and put it together again. These 
enquiries show that some of our tractor 
drivers are earning £15 or more and there 
are individual tractor drivers earning more 
than £20 a week. 

Similarly, a proportion of cowmen in 
this country earn £15 a week or more 
and in individual cases the figure exceeds 
£20 a week. 

Mr. Trow-Smith says that “ Mr. Wine- 
garten’s averages include earnings on near- 
peasant holdings in, say, Southern Italy, 
while ours deal only with those on (to us) 
normal farms.” This is very interesting, 
since I implied in my earlier letter that 
the figure of “average earnings ” in Italy

Identical ‘Twins and | 
Naturally Polled 


OUR years ago the Jersey Cattle Society was notified by a non-member 
that pure-bred, identical twin, poll bull calves had been born on her farm, 
and given details of their breeding. Fortunately we were able to acquire 

these calves when they were a month old and rear them for use in our pedigree 


Y 


herd. 

Various experts on genetics, Jersey 
judges and Ministry of Agriculture officials 
have seen these bulls and their progeny 
and al! declare them to be obviously pure- 
bred Jerseys of excellent type. The sire of 
these bulls was a grandson of their dam (a 
registered cow), but the breeder had not 
retained him or his dam. 

The Jersey Society say that they have 
never registered an animal that was not 
available for inspection, and that as the 
complete line is not available they. cannot 
accept the bulls for registration in the 
Herd Book proper. They have, however, 
advised a Poll Register bur it allows for 
animals of unknown breeding to be 
registered. 

We feel it would be a tragic mistake 
to risk mongrelizing the poll strain 
without four generations of up-grading, 
and have, therefore, made it clear that 
we will not register our cattle in the 
Poll Register as at present constituted, 
We believe that by the use of a good 

number of poll sons from our two bulls 
over a wide range of herds, enough poll 
lines could be obtained to poll the breed 
without bringing in outside blood or too 
close breeding. Also that many breeders 
would like to mate one or two of their 
cows to these poll bulls to test them 
against their own stock. 

So strongly do we feel in the matter, 
and to prove that we are not trying to get 
a “corner” on poll animals, we are pre- 
pared to loan a dozen or so naturally 
catied bui.s to the M.M.B. for A.I. free of

FAIR SHARES 
May a tenant farmer plough a meadow 
where run three public footpaths?—X. 
As between the tenant and his landlord, 
only if the tenant is expressly debarred in 
the tenancy agreement from ploughing the 
meadow crossed by the public footpaths 
can the landlord object. Otherwise the 
position is governed by section 119 of the 
Highways Act 1959, This provides that, 
if the ploughing is necessary in accord- 
ance with the rules of good husbandry, the 
occupier shall have the right to plough 
the path or way as well as the rest of the 
land. The occupier must give the high- 
way authority not less than seven days’ 
notice of his intention, and, as soon as 
possible, must make good the. surface of 
the path. The section goes on to provide 
penalties on failure to comply with its 
provisions.—Legis. 


THE HARD WAY 
A grass track (which the council refuse to 
make up) runs to a cottage, and both 
my neighbour and I have the right to 
use it for cattle, etc. The cottage owners 
are laying stones down on it. May they 
do this?—X, 
If the road is a public road, I fear you 
cannot do much about :t as the Council 
are not likely to incur the expense in- 
volved in making it up. If it is a pri- 
vate road, then persons having rights over 
a private road can make up the road in a 
manner suitable for their needs; and this 
appears to be what the people in the cot- 
tage are doing.—Legis. 
EXPENSIVE JOURNEY 
Would it be in order, using my £2 
licensed tractor, to transport a mowing 
machine a netghbour bought at a sale, 
the six miles to his house?—X. 
A tractor licensed at the £2 rate of duty 
may not be used to haul anything for hire 
or veward. To carry the mower on a 
trailer behind a tractor, the tractor would 
have to be registered in the “Com- 
mercial” class and the licence would 
cost £30 provided the tractor was under 
2 tons in weight unladen.—F } 


DEVELOPMENT 

Part of my land 1s being taking for build- 
ing. Is compensation based on value 
at the time of notice to treat? What 
compensation can I claim for the lay- 
ing of a water main passing through my 
land?—-X 

On a compulsory purchase of land, the 

price is normally the value at the date of 

the service of the notice to treat. You are 

entitled to claim compensation for any 

loss or damage suffered by you due to the 





water main being laid under the land 
occupied by you (as, for instance, loss 
of crops, temporary loss of use of land, 
etc.).—Lex. 
NOT WRITE 
Can my landlord make me sign a new 
farm tenancy agreement following a 
rise in rent?—X. 
I assume that the old agreement differs 
from the new in respect of the rent only. 
If so, you can refuse to sign it, in which 
case the landlord’s only alternative is to 
have the question of the rent referred to 
arbitration, If the question is referred to 
arbitration, 1t will be for the arbitrator 
to fix the rent at the amount at which 
the holding could be expected to let in 
the open market.—Lex.

LEFT RIGHT 
Are beet tops all right for six-month-old 
stock?—R. H. (Cambs). 

Sugar beet tops have a feeding value 
approximately similar to kale. You will 
realize probably that it is dangerous to 
feed them too fresh, especially to young 
cattle. Wilt for two to three weeks and 
feed clean, giving 10-14lb per head per 
day to the stock at six to eight months 
and increase gradually if they clean them 
up readily as they grow.—J. S. H. 


BULL BAIT 


What ingredients would comprise a good 
rearing ration for a five-month Fersey 
calf?—G. R. (Dorset). 

Unless you are mixing other rations I 

would feed ordinary balanced dairy cubes 

at about 6-7lb a day. If, however, you 
have mixing facilities I recommend the 
following: 1 part by weight decorticated 
groundnut cake, 2 linseed cake, 1 bran, 

4 crushed oats, 2 flaked maize, plus 241b 

minerals per cwt mix.—R. K. 

SUCCULENT CHOICE 

We have both rape and kale available. 
Which should we feed first to our 
milkers?—S. W. (Devon). 

I should feed the rape off first. Allow 56- 

60lb per head per day, which if strip- 

grazed will be eaten in roughly 14-2 

hours. Introduce gradually, ie., if grazed, 

allow about 20 minutes only the first day 
and increase the time to 14-2 hours over 
about a week; cows can get bloat other- 
wise. A feed of hay or straw before 

going on to rape or kale is valuable. A 

daily allowance of 8-9lb good hay and 

56-60lb kale is a maintenance ration for 

cows of the larger breeds.—R. K.

How should I feed a_ three-year-old 
Thoroughbred filly in rather poor condi- 
tion?

I have a field of September-sown Wester- 
wolth and S,22 ryegrass 6in to 7in high 
and thick. The ground is too soft for 
cattle but should I graze it off with 
sheep?—E. S. (Kent). 
should most certainly graze off the rye- 

gtass with sheep. There is no point in 

leaving the growth which may become 
badly frosted and wasted. Grazing now, 
especially if some mild weather follows, 
will enable the plants to thicken out in the 
bottom.—H. I. M. 


FIRST IN: FIRST AWAY 
Would winter-sown barley ripen before 

Rika sown in spring? Could Rika be 

sown in autumn? My land is inclined 

to be wet and heavy.—D. A. (Noits). 
The winter-sown barley will be ready for 
harvesting well before Rika drilled in the 
spring. There is, of course, a danger in 
this early ripening; the winter barley is 
likely to attract all the birds in the neigh- 
bourhood and severe damage may result. 
This does not always happen but it is a 
very real risk. The second part of your 
question is not so easy. Rika is believed 
to be less winter-hardy than Proctor. In 
certain areas of the country, on some 
soils, it is possible to sow Proctor around 
Christmas time with a very good chance 
of its surviving the winter. I feel that, 
if your land is heavy and difficult, it is 
particularly unwise to sow Rika in 
October.—R. J. H.

Alternatively you could 
use sodium chlorate which will clear all 
rhizomes, etc., on the surface and should 
completely sterilize the soil for about five 
months. This method used efficiently is, 
of course, somewhat expensive.—H. I. M.

Will geese on free range eat clover?——}. C.

DAY'S WORK 
February-hatched hybrids reached 80 per 
cent production but have lately fallen to 
50 per cent. They are on deep-litter and 
wire mesh floor and fed high-energy 
mash ad lib. plus 40z wheat per day. 
They have light from 4.30 a.m. Please 
advise.—W. C. (Leics). 
These pullets should have had artificial 
light introduced in mid-July and a 17- 
hour day maintained from then, ie., in- 
creasing the artificial light by the amount 
of decrease in natural lighting. You 
should now increase to the 17-hour day 
by 4 hour a week plus the decrease in 
natural light and then maintain the 17- 
hour day. Also, omit the grain feed and 
replace it by a loz per bird pellet feed 
until production is back to normal. The 
grain can be given either on top of the dry 
mash or if the litter is reasonably clean, 
in the litter —H. R. C. K. 


HOME.MIXED 
Can you give me a layers’ ration based on 
cereals and peas?>—H. M, (Lincs). 

I suggest the following winter or inten- 
sive layers’ mash for use with a daily loz 
per bird grain feed; fine-ground oats 14 
parts by weight, fine-ground barley 2, 
coarse-ground wheat 24, maize meal 2, 
fish meal 1, bean or pea meal 4, grass meal 
4, iodized minerals 2lb ‘per 100lb, dry 
vitamins A, B., D,, as per makers’ instruc- 
tions or cod- liver oil at the rate of 1 pint 
per 112lb.—H. R. C. K. 


NO CORN TO HARVEST 


What causes corns in bird’s feet? Can they 
be treated?—. 

These “corns ” may be caused by bruis-

DO OR DYE 


Fleeces of ewes have been stained with 
drenches due to inexperienced 
handling. How can we clean these or 
will the stains disappear of their own 
accord?—A. R. (Sussex). 
Because P.T.Z. is chemically related to a 
class of dyestuffs the stain it produces is 
indelible. In future it might be advisable 
to use one of the newer drenches; these 
are effective against all common worms 
and the dose is less than half that of 
P.T.Z. When given by a drenching gun 
there is far less chance of material being 
dribbled out of the sheep’s mouth or 
rubbed on the fleeces of others.—K. J. 


MONEY IN THE HEDGE 


Can you tell me the approximate value of 
two hedgerow oaks which are eight 
and ten feet in circumference and acces- 
sible for transporting when they have 
been felled?—C. B, (Sussex). 

Timber merchants are wary of hedgerow 

trees which are usually full of barbed 

wire, nails and other ironmongery. Most 
farmers seem to use them as hedge stakes 
at one time or another. However, if your 
trees are free of such things they could 
be worth about 5s per cu ft, in which case 
the 10ft tree might be worth approxi- 
mately £10 and the 8ft £7. They may, 
of course, be worth less or more, it is 
almost impossible to give a reliable figure 
without seeing the trees.—T. F.

Take-Overs The Topic 


Broiler Profits Now Unlikely to 
Exceed 4d Per Bird 


broiler integration on a giant scale which will assure them a 25 per cent 


N te that one of the big American feed companies is going into complete 


stake in that country’s output rocked the British Chicken Association con- 
ference in Eastbourne, last week. With this sort of development in the back- 
ground, plus a variety of more local take-overs, and rumours of international 
moves in the chicken business, perhaps it was not surprising that our own slump 
tended to recede into the past. From an atmosphere of optimism and rapid ex- 
pansion this new industry has moved into uncertain times. 


Despite the fact that so many appeared 
fearful of further integration taking place 
(although they regard it as inevitable) it 
was a lively two-days conference with 
standing room only for most sessions. 


Eyes on Europe 


Broiler growing has really moved out 
of the hands of the small-scale operator 
and all eyes now are on Europe and the 
prospects in a Common Market. But Mr. 
A. J. Peppercorn, chairman of the B.C.A. 
claimed that 57 per cent of total produc- 
tion still comes from the smaller growers, 
and only 16 per cent from those with over 
75,000 sq ft of housing. That applied to 
Association members only. 

Mr, Peppercorn offered no excuses for 
the broiler slump, and moreover thought 
they could not be avoided in the future. 
“We can do much to control matters if 
we accept that badly planned increases in 
production only lead to slump,” he said. 

The moral of that was that markets 
should be prepared in advance. 

Expressing a personal opinion he added

that profits were unlikely to exceed, on 
average, 4d per bird. And to achieve even 
this good management, good houses and 
good stock would be required. 

“T put the figure at 4d because I believe 
if it goes much higher this will create a 
surge in production and prices will fall,” 
he said. 

Mr. Peppercorn thought that the Com- 
mon Market offered a substantially bigger 
market for broilers—five times greater 
than at present. 

Under the present fowl pest regulations, 
he reminded, import of fresh poultry meat 
from the existing Common Market coun- 

tries was  pro- 
hibited.

permitting imports from some countries 
that are at present prohibited from doing 
so. ” 


Risks of joining the Common Market 
were no greater than those of staying out- 
side, and more effectively balanced by the 
prospects of reward, said Capt, F. V. 
Corfield, M.P., but he did not go so far 
as to attempt an assessment of the market 
for chicken in Europe. 

In many commodities the Common 
Market countries were already self-suffi- 
cient, he said, and they could be expected 
to move into a position of surplus in the 
very near future. 


“Ganging Up”’ 

“ But it does not follow either that they 
will ‘gang up’ against the British pro- 
ducer, as is so much feared by the N.F.U., 
or that these surpluses need be any more 
damaging than those of the Common- 
wealth which have for so long enjoyed 
free rights of entry.” 

With current production of broilers 
around the 100 million mark it looks, at 
last, as though there will be a breathing 
space. Growers are becoming accustomed 
to slump conditions and tooling-up quietly 
for the next drive. Whether it will be 
directed at consolidating the home market 
or selling in Europe’ is far from certain,

Mr. G. E. Coleman, Jr., 


told the British Chicken Association conference in Eastbourne, and added: “If 
all the 1.0.U.s floating about in the American broiler industry to-day were to be 


cashed in, this might be a fact.” 


Mr. Coleman, who is President of 
Nichols Incorporated, U.S.A., one of the 
big international broiler chicken breeding 
enterprises, said that no matter how good 
or how efficient you were, you could not 
produce broilers of any weight or any 
conversion yet known to the industry for 
nine cents a pound with present feed 
prices. 

“In earlier years there was always the 
opportunity to reduce costs by the most 
efficient operations and to get under the 
selling price of broilers, with the excep- 
tion of a few bulges which occurred from 
time to time as the least efficient were 
eliminated.” 


How Theory Works 

This was known as the “treadmill 
theory,” and it worked out with the indi- 
vidual producer deciding he was so small 
that a cut in production would not help 
the market as far as he personally was 
concerned; neither would more produc- 
tion from his plant hurt. The only answer 
was to increase the stock. 

Development of the chain store in 
retail food selling and the resultant 
mergers among these chains into giants, 
with the accompanying vicious competi- 
tion between them, had caught the broiler 
industry in a vice and every effort to free 
it had met with failure up to this time. 


“T am not one of those who blame 
the chain buyers for our present 
dilemma, in fact I believe we created 
the problem ourselves as we continu- 
ally went to them in periods of over- 
production and asked them to relieve 
us of current surpluses. This gave 
them the opportunity to see what a fine 
product we had for attracting people 
into the stores.” 


Mr. Coleman said that the industry in 


the States had been unable to come up 
with a plan of its own to solve this prob- 
lem and was currently looking to the 
government. 

Various forms of government participa- 
tion had been suggested—marketing 
agreements, price supports, purchase, 
subsidy and export included. 

Although at one time he had felt that 
a move from the fresh to the frozen pro- 
duct might solve problems, the turkey 
industry had proved it would not work. 
U.S. turkeymen had frozen 90 per cent 
of their product while broiler growers 
had frozen 10 per cent. “Yet their situa- 
tion at the moment is far worse than the 
broiler industry,” he said. 

“Some people blame integration for 
our troubles but the overail effect of 
integration, either horizontal or vertical, 
has been generally good and has little 
to do with the problem of supply and 
demand 
“Integration, in my opinion, with or 

without government controls, definitely 
results in a greater stabilization of our 
industry.”

PROBLEM OF UNDER-SELLING 


AKING an optimistic view of broiler 
market prospects was the sales 
manager of a leading supermarket con- 
cern. “I don’t think you are over-pro- 
ducing; you are under-selling,” he told 
the British Chicken Association con- 
ference, and he criticized growers for 
being weak on advertising. “The chicken 
industry doesn’t advertise sufficiently.” 
This was the view of Mr. H. M. Tobias, 
of Waitrose, subsidiary of the John Lewis 
partnership with its £38m. a year total 
retail sales. 
Making a plea for price stability, he 


said that continual changes were not 
desirable and did nor please customers. 
It should be possible to limit price 
changes to a maximum of four times a 
year. “Even then I should like to see 
this number reduced.” Regulation would 
be to the trade’s advantage. 

Mr. Tobias recalled the recent times 
when chicken was on the market “ at 
obviously uneconomical prices,” and said 
that when the flush period was over and 
poultry was again offered at the average 
price, the customer then considered 
chicken expensive.

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Mrs. E. Sparks, who 
farms 130 acres at 
Cranleigh, Surrey 


in and take over without any prepara- 

tion a farming enterprise, particularly 
when the profit depends largely on buying 
and selling sheep and cattle. Mrs. 
Sparks (Tony to her friends), of West- 
bourne, Cranleigh, Surrey, was in this 
position two and a half years ago on the 
sudden death of her husband, Archie. 

She had to make a decision whether to 
try to continue her husband’s business or 
to leave her dearly loved home and land 
at Cranleigh. She decided to do her 
utmost to stay, as her husband had lived 
there for 40 years and she had a host of 
happy memories of the 11 years they had 
spent there together. 

Mrs. Sparks is a keen sportswoman. 
Some of her greatest pleasure had been 
found in horses and hunting, and for four 
seasons her husband was a joint-master 
of the Chiddingfold Farmers’ Foxhounds. 

It was a sad wrench for her to part 
with the horses which they had ridden 
regularly to hounds. Nevertheless, she 
decided that to be successful she must 
devote all her time and energy to learn- 
ing the art of farming. Fortunately she 
had wartime experience of farm work and 
the background of a family which has 
farmed in Kent for 400 years. 

She retained only 130 acres of the 200 
or so that her husband had farmed and 
runs it on the ranch system. She em- 
ploys a part-time worker only, who comes

three days a week in his retirement to 
help her. 

Together they go through the flock of 
50 Border-Leicesterx Cheviot ewes and 
lambs and attend to the seasonal work 
with them. Lambing starts in March and 
the lambs are sold in July and August. 
Fencing is another of the jobs requiring 
regular attention. 

This year Mrs. Sparks came seventh 
in the 30-60 ewe class of the National 
Lambing competitions. Her lambing 
average was 200 per cent from 49 ewes, 
and she lost only five lambs in rearing. 
She was one of the only two women 
farmers doing their own shepherding to 
be placed in the final results.

Mrs. Sparks usually runs about 40 head 
of Friesian x Hereford or Shorthorn store 
cattle. These she buys either privately 
or from market at about four months. 
She rears them in sheltered paddocks be- 
hind her house until they are old enough 
to go out in fields farther away. They 
are out-wintered the following season and 
sold as full-grown stores ready for fatten- 
ing. 

Mrs. Sparks has a great wish to visit 
Australia or New Zealand to see for her- 
self the life of the great sheep and cattle 
ranches. Her fondest hope is to ride in 
a round-up.

is her large and well-established turf and 
loam business. The management of the 
turf which is to be cut the following year 
is a tricky business and must be judged 
to a nicety. 

Sheep are the only stock which can be 
allowed to graze before turf cutting. All 
the farm cultivations and turf cutting is 
done by contract. This season about 16 
acres will be used. 

The loam is ploughed in early June and 
left for three weeks. It is then stacked 
up and covered for use in the autumn.

HAT a pity that brains, sweetbreads, liver, kidney, 

heart, tripe—so many delicious things—are all lumped 

together under the ugly word, offal! It is a mistaken 
form of fastidiousness, too, that leads some people to ignore food 
that is so rich in nourishment and so good to eat. 

Take tripe for instance. Many people think they don’t like it 
but no food offers you better value for money than tripe. It is 
rich in calcium and easily digestible so it is particularly suit- 
able for children, invalids and old people. Here is a recipe with 
which many tripe-haters have been converted. 


TRIPE WITH TOMATOES

IRST wash the tripe well, remove any pieces of fat and leave 

it in basin of cold salted water for an hour. Cut it into 

strips about din wide and two to three inches long, put into a 

saucepan of cold water and bring to the boil. Simmer for a 
minute or two, drain the tripe and rinse under the cold tap. 

Then simmer it gently for an hour in the salted milk and 
water. Now heat the oil in a heavy pan and cook the chopped 
onion and crushed garlic in it until the onion is a pale golden 
colour. Add the drained tripe and the bacon cut into narrow 
strips; cook for a few minutes then pour over the contents of the 
tin of tomatoes and season well with salt, freshly ground pepper 
and a little nutmeg. 

Put in the bunch of herbs and simmer very gently for another 
three-quarters of an hour. Then add the peeled and thickly 
sliced potatoes and simmer for about 15 minutes longer. Remove 
the herbs, stir in the drained peas and the vinegar and just warm 
the peas through before serving.

Sweetbreads, too, are very digestible, a valuable food and not 
really difficult to prepare. Wash them well in cold water then 
soak in a bowl of tepid water for three hours, changing the water 
several times; it should finally be quite free from blood. Now 
put the sweetbreads in a pan of cold, salted water with a couple 
of teaspoonfuls of vinegar. 

Bring slowly to the boil, simmer for five minutes and drain. 
Plunge straight into cold water and when they are cold remove 
all the fat and Yap you can with your fingers. Make an 
incision in the skin with the point of a sharp knife and you 
should be able to pull it off quite easily.

Drain the bacon and put 
the lean strips at the bottom of the casserole with the liver and 
vegetables. 

Put in the bunch of herbs—or just a bayleaf. Barely cover 
with warm water or stock. Lay in the slices of streaky bacon on 
top, cover and cook in a very moderate oven—Regulo 2; 
300 deg F—for about an hour and a half. 

Mix a teaspoonful of flour, seasoned to taste, to a thin cream 
with a little cold water. Strain the liquor from the casserole into 
a small pan, heat to simmering point and stir in the flour and 
water paste. Simmer gently until smooth and thick, darkening 
to taste with a few drops of gravy browning. Pour back into the 
casserole and serve with mashed potatoes.

two, they are crows. 

I don’t claim to have been the first to 

put it that way—on the contrary, it is the

must confess it isn’t one I feel entirely 
happy about because although it is 
true in the breeding season, it doesn’t 
always work out that way at other times 
of the year. 

Probably the very best guide of all is to 
look at the base of the bill where a crow 
has stiff, hair-like feathers and a rook 


none at all. This gives the impression 
that a rook’s beak is longer than a crow’s, 
but again we run into trouble if the bird 
we're looking at happens to be a young 
one because young rooks do have these 
stiff hairs, too! 

After the first year, however, these 
bristles begin to moult as far as the rook 

is concerned, and from then on this grey- 
ish-white area is left around the bill, hel;

"There is one other rather curious 
difference that you may notice if you 
ever have a chance to see both birds call 
ing. When a crow calls, it bows first, and 
then brings its head up, but a rook does 
exactly the opposite, starting with its head 
raised, then, as it calls, perf 
a kind of curtsey with its tail held aloft 
like an open fan.
